1. BELGIAN FONOFF HAS INSTRUCTED ITS DELEGATION AT ICAO ASSEMBLY

FONOFF MAY CALL IN SOVIET AMBASSADOR TO ASK WHETHER 
SOVIETS PROVIDED MISSILES TO TERRORISTS OR FAILED TO TAKE STEPS 
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NECESSARY TO ENSURE THAT SUCH WEAPONS NOT FALL INTO TERRORIST
